The lligher Aim in Farming. 

The higher aim of every intelligent 
tiUer of the soil, should lie the im- 
provement of the productiveness of 
his laud, until it reaches the point 
where nuudaMMB crojis arc produoil at 
the least expense. Wise husbandry 
regiirds the form simply m a machine 
fur turning out crops. The machine 
is the matter of fint importance. This 
is always to be kept in good r a nning 
order, and its effieiem y is to be in- 
ncawid by all eeouumical methods. 
The asaa wha forms apoa this system 
will never sacrifice soil for a great cn)p. 
liis aim Ls to have every crop foiided. 
He aims in every working of tiie soil 
to iacnase its depth and to add to it 
more eleiaents of fertility than be re- 
moves ill the crops, and to make the 
crops not only pay fur themselves, but 
to (isijr for tlie inipruveaieut of 4m* 
acres uimii wliicb they ara grown. In 
carrying out this aim, so ae, to rnlize 
these rcsntt-', a man shows Ifs dtill as 
a cultivator. It is a comparitively 
e asy tiling, for any one who has money 
to improve the soil co tliat It shall pro- 
duce crops laying for the lalwr of 
$2<J0 orf^iOUau acre. Stable manure, 
enougli well pkmglied in, will do this. 
But it is dtogetber another aMtf|ar, to 
make this improvement pay for itself. 
Yet, it is a possible thi^g to do this, 
and there arc farmers diillful enough 
III aeouniplidi this result, and this w« 
hold to !)•• t!.e true aim in the cultiva- 
tion of tlie .Miil. The mostjudidens 
itupru v e mcn ts, those which finally pay 
the' largest profits, re<]iiire .several 
years to briii<; in their full

Now if nature, thnmgh the >itructure 
of our teeth, stomachs, intestines, &r., 
tells us that fruit is man's natural food, 
is it not criminal in us as rational lic- 
ings to attempt to t'alsify the laws that 
nature Ims ordained, aud refuse to sap- 
ply oandvaa with what a beaefieent 
I'rovidenee aeein to give as iaabaii- 
daiice? 

The head of a fomily who refuses or 

ncLdects sup]ilying fruit for the little 
ones is unworthy the trust given hiui, 
and, s oeae r or later, is apt to pay the 
penalty of his poor stewardship. 
Do then. Grangers and farmers, plant 
fruit trees of every kiud indigenous to 
(he soil and climate iu which you live, 
do strive to fee«l cheaply with healthy 
foo<l those depenilent on your judgment 
aud support. Fall is the season of the 
year to Iicgin an orchard or a garden if 
we want sure returns. It is al^o the 
time to pre|>are a vineyard, and plant 
a full supply of berries of eveir de- 
.sciiptioii. Ignoi-mco. idleness, and 
sloth are thebe setiiig sius of that form- 
er who aevar hM tiaM to taad a garden 
or jilant an orchard. If any of our 
readers arc cursed with the sin, let us 
ask ia the name of the eimntry that 
he now throw it off, and show his re- 
lientance by at once pre|ioring to set 
out fruit trees and berries of all kinds 
suffident to give an aaple suf^y of 
good fnrit far his fomily, with some for 
his neighbors. Do this, and long w ill 
yoa be remembered iu the land, aud 
yoar aaaw wffl be called bleesed. —

BuryiuK I'otutoeN. 

The Canada Fdiin'r gives the fol- 
lowing methiKl of burying potatoes: 
I'otatoes should lie laid in comjiact 
heaps, and coveretl carefully with 
straw. Over the straw put ahOut 
eight inches uf earth, and over the 
earth a goo<l thick layer of straw. 
Over all jiut six or eight inches uf 
earth. Frost will go through almiMt 
any thickness of earth alone, but it 
will suffice to keep it in place. By 
using straw and earth combiimd, time 
is Mved in mi eove ri n g when the routs 
are wanteil to ho got at. If the snow 
is blow n from the heaps during the 
winter, aiitl the eold is very intense, it 
will be well to cover them with a 
coating uf coarse manure.
